Labour Troubles. 


Labour troubles look like culminating 
this week into a big strike; for two of the 
most “os. egg disputes reached a crucial 
stage ay. The demand of the tramway- 
men for another eight shillings a week 
will be discussed at the Ministry of Labour 
to-morrow, following a critical meeting at 
the offices of the London County Council 
this afternoon. The danger to London 
traffic is intensified by a decision of the 
omnibus men to cease work simultaneously 
with the tramway workers. The attitude 
of the tube railwaymen is uncertain. The 
Minister of Labour is reported to be doing 
all in his power to prevent a stoppage 
of the passenger traffic. In the case of 
the miners, the Delegates’ Conference 
meets here to-morrow; and it will con- 
sider the offer put forward on behalf of 
coal-owners. It is quite a reasonable one, 
providing for an increase of five per cent. 
in the minimum wage ; but the demand is 
for a full twenty per cent. and the offer, 
therefore, may not be accepted. The strike 
of railway carmen reached a climax to-day, 
with five thousand men out of work and caela tak 
no apparent way out of the deadlock.

A bomb explosion occurred late last night 
in front of the British Legation at Athens. 
The British Minister had just fallen aslee 
when he heard a terrific explosion, whic 
shook the entire inane building. He 
telephoned Colonel Hailday, the organiser of 
the Greek police force, a former British 
officer, who arrived a few minutes later. The 
two made a preliminary examination, which 
re\ that a bomb had been placed against 
the door of the Legation, ‘The entire door 
of the building was demolished. A dynamite 
cap was discovered near the scene, the cap 
being similar to those of fifteen sticks of 
dynamite stored in a neighbouring garden, 
where they were being used to blast a well. 
During this morning it was established that 
three of the fifteen sticks of dynamite in the 
adjoining garden wete missing, and several 
workers employed on the job have been ar- 
rested. The spokesman of the Republican 
P.rty declared to me to-day that the ex- 
losion was maneuvréd by Monarchists, who 
oped to ruin the ‘present régime through 
diplomatic complications, and the consequent 
intervention by foreicPowers.. . Athens is 
quiet, but the population is indignant.

Newton, in. the House of Lords to- 
day, called attention to the report of the 
Select Committee on Betting Duty, and moved - 
that the taxation of betting was both desir- 
able and practicable. He contended that the 
proposal to.put a tax on bets was founded on 
commonsense, and was in accordance with the 
general -interests of the public. Betting. in 
this country had spread to an almost in- 
credible extent, and it was a matier that 
must give rise to considerable misgiving. 
According to the findings of the Commiitee 
the betting turnover was not less than 200 
miilion pounds a year, and 90 per cent. of the 
betting was done away from the racecourse. 
The .street bookmaker had organised his 
illegal business in such a skilful way that it 
was almost impossible to catch him. ‘The 
police officials had come to the conclusion 
that the only thing to be done was to establish 
some farm oí ¢State control. There would

CASUALTIES AT SEA. 


Mr. Buxton, the British Minister for Agri- 
culture, states, in a written reply to Mr. E. 
Brown, that cattle from Ireland and Canada 
may land only at specified ports, where they 
are examined by inspectors of the Ministry 
as they land, or immediately afterwards. 

In 1923, out of 808,160 cattle imported 
from Ireland, only 1,166, or 1.4 per 100, died 
or was seriously injured, at sea; while simi- 
lar casualties among 40,479 Canadian cattle 
amounted 4o 54, or 1.33 per 1,000. , 

The Ministry does not, and could not, 
keep a record of bruised cattle, as in most 
instances the bruising is only discoverable 
after the animals have been slaughtered when 
they have passed out of the care of the

“If we hold that inquiry,’’ he concluded, 
“and put things on a proper, sound and safe 
basis for the people in the future, I submit 
that we shall be doing the work that the 
people of the country expect us-to do. '

A NEW LIGHT. 


Mr. ‘Darrell Figgis said that the Minister 
had certainly put the issue in a light that was 
entirely new, and had made two definite con- 
tributions ot very great importance. He had 
laid down certain principles which they would 
all agree were wise, though, perhaps, it 
should have been unnecessary for them to be 
laid down with sach emphasis. But the 
Minister had also given them certain informa- 
tion which was not previously in the posses- 
sion of the Dail, and he had leaid down a 
course of action which he (Mr. Figgis) sug- 
gested was not» the right course of 
action. now,: though it would have 
been the right and wmecessary course 
of action lat Thursday or Friday.

further discussion on the matter the better. 

There was always, however, the distinct 

claim ‘that, the thing having come in this 
nasty aspect before the Dail, the House should 
in a reasonably short time get a perfect assur- 
ance that the Executive Council had been 
able to cleanse the stable. 
_ Mr. Thomas O'Connell (Labour) pointed out, 
In regard to the statement by the Minister for 
Home Affairs, that Article 54 of the Constitu- 
tion Jaid it down that the Executive Council 
was collectively responsible for all matters of 
administration in the department of one of its 
members. 

The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
not only charged one Minister, but the whole 
Executiye Council, himself included, with 
bungling and incompetency. The Minister for 
Home Affairs told them that the events which 
had occurred was not a matter of yesterday, 
or last Friday—it must have been brewing for 
some time. Every Minister of the Executive 
Council must have known of it, and they 
were entitled to ask what steps were taken 
by the Executive Council before last Thurs- 
day or Friday to deal with this grave 
situation. They were not told what steps had 
been taken or would be taken. Surely it was 
not sufficient for the Minister for Home 
Affairs to say that they, as Ministers of the 
Executive Council, were entitled to have the 
fullest information as to what was taking 
— in any particular Department. The 

umblest deputy in the House was entitled 
to have the fullest information. But a Minister 
of the Executive Council was not only entitled 
to have full information, but was entitled to 
have a voice in the particular policy that was 
being carried out by each of the Departments 
of the Executive Council. 

As regarded the pro inquiry, who was 
to be judge ! jas it the Executive 
Council ? A moment before the Prasident 
teld them that Mr. McGrath was still 
Minister of Industry and Commerce, and he 
took it that he was still a member of the 
Executive Council. He had made a charge 
against another member of the Executive 
Council, and both those Ministers would also 
be judges. Surely these two Ministers ought 
to be out of the inquiry. He thought that 
the position, as disclosed by the Minister for 
Home Affairs, was unsatisfactory, and ore 
that would not inspire confidence. The fact 
that the inquiry was ordered by the Executive 
Council was evidence, prima facie, that a 
case had been made out against the 
administration of one particular Minister, and 
it was strange that that Minister would not 
only b4 in a position to defend his own 
administration, but to act the part of a judge 
in the inquiry. , 

He thought that they were entitled to have 
further explanation of the position as to who 
would constitute the committee, how the 
inquiry would be held, and whether the two 
ministers to whom he referred would have a 
voice in the decision.

NO CHANGE. 


Now, as regards mutiny, their attitude had 
not changed. It had not chan towards 
people who threatened them to-day and the 
next day said that there was no threat, that 
there was no indictment of the authority of 
Parliament. 

He was prepared to accept that letter from 
people who were not accustomed to write 
official documents of that sort. Perhaps, he 
brought the discussion on himself by not 
making a full statement; but it was not out 
of any want of respect to the House that he 
did it. But. he made no statement for one 
certain purpose, and that was to disappoint 
the sensation-mongers. (Applause.) If there 
was less sensation-mongering about this kind 
of thing there would be more civilisation in 
the State. It was the first piece of sensation- 
pews once, 4 in the State, and people were 
asking “ How will they get out of this?’ 

Mr, Johnson—What. about the stop press? 

President Cosgrave—I can go into that, too. 

Mr. Johnson—Are you suggesting that we 
are sensation-mongérs? 

President Cosgrave—Not you, sir. 

Mr. Johnson—Who are the sensation- 
mongers? 

President Cosgrave—I do not think that 
matter needs any great explanation. —(Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr. Johnson—I ask the President to with- 
draw that: that we are sensation-mongers. 

President Cosgrave—I have not said that. 


“NO NEED FOR SENSATION.” 


The President said that he did not want to 
make a full statement, because he wanted to 
disappoint sensation-mongers. He did not in- 
clade Mr. Johnson or any other member of the 
House in that term. (Hear, hear.) There was 
no necessity for sensation. This was not the 
first difficult situation that he had had to 
face, and he was positively certain it would 
not be the last. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Baxter had spoken of “ sitting on a 
volcano.’” He (the President), since he had 
come into public life, had been sitting on one. 
He had been in four Cabinets within the past 
few years, and there had been occasionally 


stormy scenes in some of them, but there was 


none of the Cabinets in which there were 
fewer scenes than the present one. 

With regard to collective responsibility of 
Ministers, they had each of them loyally 
helped the others to bear their burdens in the 
administration of their different departments. 
In the ace instance which they were 
now déaling with, the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce had done all that he could to 
effect the Rorpons he had in mind before he 
left the Executive Council. They were 
charged with not having disclosed every single 
item  —that in the XCounci!, 
every infirmity ahd every criticism. If 
they did so, were they to be composed in the 
Dail ? 

COME OUT ALL RIGHT. 


They had met the crisis, and they had come 
out all right, and the result would be that 
they would see the National Loan going up 
again, and that public confidence would he 
restored. (Hear, hear.) Deputies had expresse:| 
surprise and amazement that the Government 
should have received documents like that 
which they were dealing with, and that any 
servant of the State should have written such 
a document. He had received strange docu- 
ments, ahd did not know where they came 
from. He did not show them to his colleagues 
because he knew of no machine that would 
put them in possession of the facts. 

Deputy Cooper had asked if it was desir- 
able to have an inquiry. He (the President) 
certainly thought that it was. When there 
was a marked difference of opinion between 
two men, each of whom, he was certain, 
brought to the judgment of this issue an 
honest, convinced opinion on the subject, it 
was obvious that some solution of that issne 
ought to be found, and an inquiry was vhe 
only wav. When was that inquiry to be 
held ? It would be held at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

Major Bryan Cooper—What ise to be the 
composition of the inquiry; is it to be by 
the Executive Council or by a committee? 

The President—I have te consult the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce, and if 
the deputy knew him as well as I do, Le 
would find that it was not easy fo get one’s 
own way. (Laughter.) I regret that Deputy 
Johnson should think that I accused him of 
being a sensation-monger. I think there has 
bean too much seneation with regard to this 
matter. We took the action that we did.in 
order to let not only those officers, but évery 
other servant. of the State, know what re- 
sponsibility they must shoulder when they 
pnt their names to documents like this. 

I do not think it is fair to say that we hate 
dealt with this matter as if our party were 
the Dail. Our party is not the Dail, and we 
have told them so.

MINISTERS AND SECRETARIES

Lord Glenavy, Chairman, took the chair

MINISTERS IN THE HOUSE, 

The Ministries and Secretaries Bill came 
up for second reading. 

Sir Thomas Esmonde said that it would be 
a great help if they could have somebody in 
the Senate representing the Government to 
whom they could put questions, or who would 
explain the policy of the Government in any 
particular matter. Perhaps between now 
and the committee stage some consideration 
might be given to that question. 

The Chairman said that the oe had 
occupied the attention of the Senate since 
it was instituted, and a committee had con- 
sidered the matter and made a report to the 
effect that the matter could only be arranged 
by consent. Personally, he did not think 
jt practicable for a Minister to be in constant 
attendance in the Senate. The Minister 
could only answer for his own department, 
and could not reply to supplementary ques- 
tions regarding another Minister, without 
consulting the Minister concerned. © He sug- 
gested that Sir Thomas Esmonde might pre- 

re a well-thought-out amendment, to be 
ban on the committee stage, if it came 
within the scope of the bili. i 

Sir Thomas Esmonde said that ifat was 


his object. 


TRANSPORT. 


Mr. O'Farrell said that he regretied it had 
not; been possible to take away the duties of 
the Transport Ministry for the Minister af 
Industry and Commerce. The latter was a 
combination of the Board of Trade and the 
Ministry of Labour, which would now be over- 
burdened with transport problems: Transport 
problems were matters of the utmost im- 
portance, requiring special care and special- 
ised knowledge if the thing was to be dealt 
with efiectively. Transport should be joined 

AN a Ministry including posts and telegraphs, 

i AA gó that all matters of transport might be kept 

( / together. He did not see why there was any 
need for a Postmaster-General, except as a 
part of the Ministry of Transport. — 

Referring to the Army Council, Senator 
O'Farrell said that he did not see why 
statutory recognition should be given to it. 
They might as well give statutory recognition 
to the head officials of any other department 
It would be better that the Ministry when ap- 
pointing the Army Council should not be tied 
to a particular set of officers. 

The Earl of Mayo, referring to ‘the attend-. 
ance of a Minister in that House, said that 
he had raised that question before, which 
resulted in an arrangment being come to by 
which a Minister had been present, and since 
the Ministers had attended they had given 
the greatest attention to the speeches of 
senators, and to any amendments that had 
been put forward. They always understood 
their bills, too, and in that state of affairs 
he did not think they could go further. The 
matter was awkward, when affairs of domestic 
or social or industrial matters arose that ques- 
tions could not be asked and answered at 
once- He hoped the Constitution would not be 
dragged into it, because he could not see 
how it came in. It was but a small matter, 
and he was afraid they must go on as they 
were until they reached a later stage than 
they had at present. 

The bill was read a second time. 

The Chairman said, concerning the sittings 
of the Senate, that for the convenience of 
senators, they should be able to fix their en- 
gagements with more certainty. He sug- 
gested that the Senate should meet every fort- 
night.on Wednesday, and continue in session 
until all available business was disposed of, 
and then adjourn for a fortnight. He re- 
quested the senators to consider the sug- 
gestion. 

The House adjourned until to-day at 3 p.m.

COLLECTION OF DEBT. 


OPPOSITION TO THE NEW BILL. 


The House resumed the debate on the 
second reading of the Enforcément of Law 
(Occasional Powers) Bill. 

Mr. Johnson said that he opposed the bill, 
as he did a similar measure last year, which, 
notwithstanding, became an Act, and had ex- 
pired last August. This bill, he said, was 
more drastic in some respects than its pre- 
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Magennis as ‘‘an Act for the outlawry of 
certain dehtors, and for the ferocious destruc- 
tion of the same.’’ 

Everything that was bad in last year’s bill 
was included in this one, although the con- 
dition of the country had improved from that 
which it was last year when the Minister 
justified his introduction of the measure by 
saying that the country was bordering on 
anarchy, and that they must be pyepared to 
take rough and ready measures; Bs to stand 
over them. He (Mr. Johnson) was not 
willing that ‘‘rough and ready measures '' 
should be taken for the collection of debts 
and the enforcement of decrees, The Minister 
had said that he did not expect they would 
be applied, but the fact that the power was 
ma might cause them to be applied -need- 
essly. 

He described the bill as one for the en- 

couragement of giving credit to poor people: 
for the encouragement of the ‘‘ gomheen”’ 
man and the money-lender, the ‘‘ tick ” draper 
and people of that class. He was against 
giving powers to the Sheriff to seize the 
debtors’ goods and to take them away, even 
across the water and sell them, and to charge 
any costs that he deems to be reasonable. A 
case for the bill had not been made, and he 
would vote against its second reading. 
_ The Minister for Home Affairs said that in 
introducing the bill he had stated the diffi- 
culties that existed in executing judgments, 
and Mr. Johnson had not suggested that these 
difficulties could be met by the existing law 
or by any modification of the proposals in 
the. bill. It was not a question of sympathy 
with the creditor or with the debtor, but a 
question of right. No reasoned practical 
criticism of the provisions put forward by 
the Government after consultation with the 
persons most concerned had been placed be- 
fore the House. 

On a division the second reading was carried 
by 51 votes to 13. , 

The Committee stage was ordered for Thurs- 
day next. 


REGISTRATION EXPENSES. 


The Minister for Finance moved—‘ That 
for the purpose of any Act of the present 
session to amend the law relating to juries, 
and in connection therewith to amend the 
Electoral Act, 1925, it is expedient to 
authorise: 

(1) The payment out of moneys provided by the 
Oireachtas of the eee.

(b) One-third of the amount paid hy the Council 
fo the registration officer in respect of 
duties performed by rate-collectors ;

paid by the Council. 

(2) The payment out of moneys provided by the 
Oireachtas of three-sevenths of the cost of printing 
vequired for registration purposes under such Act. 

Major Bryan Cooper said that it was a 
rather serious matter that they should vote 
money for expenditure over which they had 
no control. hey voted the money, and the 
whole thing was in control of the local 
Councils. 

Mr. Johnson raised the question whether 
this form of resolution was necessary to make 
matters legal or formal. If they passed this 
resolution it precluded them to a considerable 
extent from amending the bill, and it pre- 
cluded the Senate from amending the bill. 
He suggested to the Minister that until the 
matter had been clearly setiled that the re- 
soluion they were asked to pass ought to be 
a formal one, and ought not to limit the 
legislature in amending a bill of this kind, 
otherwise the effect of this formal resolution 
would be that the whole. Committee stage 
would have to take place on resolution. 

Mr. Wilson asked how the Minister for 
Finance arrived at the proportional parts. 


A DOUBT. 


Mr. Blythe said that he would like to look 
into the matter raised by. Deputy Cooper 
before giving a reply. He thought that in 
this matter, as well as in the compilation ci 
registers, the central authority had power, 
where there was definite default on the part of 
a rate collector, to withhold hrs ss 

As regarded the form of the resolution, he 
understood that it.was not the subject of a 
fixed practice. Sometimes resolutions were 
in general terms, and sometimes they were 
more particularised. 

The matter was postponed 
(Thursday). 

The Committee “stage of the Old Age Pen- 
sions Act was then resumed. 

Mr, Conor Hogan (Clare) moved an samend- 
ment that in calculating the income of an ap- 
plicant no account should be taken of sickness 
or disablement benefits, or money 1 ceived 
from insurance or friendly societies. 

Mr. Blythe said that, as. regards sickness 
or disablement benefits at present, the posi- 
tion was that if a person did not receive more 
than three months "benefit in any vear it was 
not taken into account. He would not Le cis- 
posed to extend that period. He might be 
prepared to say that sickness or disablement 
benefits should not be taken into account 
at all. That was a matter he would ‘con- 
sider. In regard to superannuation money, 
however, he could not see that it was different 
from a person having means or income in any 
other form. He would not accept the 
amendment. 

Mr. Johnson said that the thrifty person 

who insured against old age ought not to. be 
penalised, and he urged the Minister to accept 
the amendment. 
- Mr. Blythe said that they could not take 
into account how a person came to be in pos- 
session of means. They had simply to con- 
sider what were the means-

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY’S 
POSITION, 


In a statement which has been presented to 
tne Joint’ Committee on the temporary ac- 
commodation for the Oireachtas the Royal 
Dublin Society sets out its claims to considera- 
tion. The statement recalls briefly the history 
of the Society since its establishment in 1751, 
and concludes as follows ;— 

“The Society’s work and functions are now 
scattered between most unsatisfactory rooms 
in Molesworth street (provided by the Office 
of Works), Leinster House, Royal College of 
Surgeons, Theatre Royal, oat | Ballsbridge. 
Upwards of 650 old members (representing an 
income of £1,400 a year) have resigned on 
account of the restricted privileges now avail- 
able in Leinster House, and this wastage must 
continue unless the serious problem, from the 
Society's standpoint, is quickly solved. 

“The Council; therefore, ask that the 
Theatre and various rooms occupied by the 
Government be returned to the Society by not 
later than the end of the present year. It is 
the considered opinion of the Council that, if 
the present occupancy of Leinster House con- 
tinues, the Society must necessarily become 
disintegrated. Members will not consent to 
the indefinite curtailment of their privileges, 
and the separate administration of the several] 
branches of the Society’s work must inevit- 
ably destroy the bond which has hitherto held 
the Society together and enabled it to do what 
it has done. 

“The Council crave that the Government 
will grant the Society’the earliest relief from 
its present unfortunate position. It is not a 
mere private advantage for the members of 
the Society which they now ask,- but those 
reasonable facilities on purely public grounds, 
and with the desire to promote the welfare of 
Ireland, which has been the one actuating im- 
pulse of the Society during the nearly two 
centuries of its existence.”’

VERDICT OF WILFUL MURDER. 


Dr. Oswald J. Murphy, Deputy Coroner, 
held an inquest yesterday at the Dublin 
Morgue on the body of Detective-Officer 
Arthur Nolan, who died on Tuesday in Jer- 
vis. street Hospital from wounds, which are 
alleged to have been inflicted upon him by 
a man named George Lane, who entered the 
detective office, armed with a hatchet, on 
the night of February 29th. _ 

The jury returned a verdict of wilful 
murder against Lane. 

Detective-Sergeant T. Whelan described 
how Lane came into ‘the detective office at 
about 9 o'clock, retired and came back half 
an hour later, armed with a new hatchet, 
which he held over his head. The man 
struck Sergeant Gibney with the weapon on 
the back of the head. . The:..witness gave 
the alarm tothe other men who~were in the 
mess-roomn. The men hurried to get their 
revolvers, and an officer named Fennell was 
hit by Lane on the forehead. Lane was 
thrown to the floor by Driver Fagan, who 
took ,the hatchet from him, but that was 
after he had dealt Nolan a deadly blow. 

Dr. Hughes, house surgeon, said that Nolan 
suffered with fracture of the frontal bone. 
An operation was performed, and the patient 
progressed favourably until the 7th, when he 
was again operated upon. On the 9th he 
became unconscious, and he died on the morn- 
ing of the llth, the cause of death being 
laceration of the brain.

At the Dublin Sessions yesterday after- 
noon the Recorder announced that as the 
funeral of Detective Officer Nolan would take 
place on Thursday morning hé would not 
proceed with the sentencing of prisoners until 
two o’clock, in order that the a officers 
and men might be able to attend the funeral.

They were a bit noisy, 
and I went down Princes street and ap- 
proached them. I had my gun in my right 
hand and told them to ‘put them up.’ I 
searched four of the party and found that they 
had nothing on them. I backed away then 
along Princes street, with a view to returning 
to the courthoure, when one of the party, who 
had his hand in his overcoat, said. “Put 
your hands up.’ I covered him with mv 
gun, and he took a few paces towards me. I 
then fired in self-defence, with the intention 
of wounding him, as I thought.” 

Witness was still engaged in investigating 
the charge, and he asked that accused Be re- 
manded in custody for a period of eight days 
or sooner. He added that he proposed to

9d., available 
after deducting corporation profits tax, be 
distributed in payment of dividends at the 
rate of 5 per cent. (less income or on the 
Preference Shares, and Id. per share, or 
5 5-9 per cent. (free of income tax), on the 
Ordinary Shares, leaving a balance of £8,250 
13s. 5d. to be carried to next account. 

Moving the adoption of the annual report 
and statement of accounts, the Chairman 
mentioned that they had decided to recom- 
mend a small dividend of 5 5-9 pér cent. on 
the Ordinary Shares, as the outlook was a 
little more promising than it was a year ago. 
He went on to say that the Rubber Share- 
holders’ Association was -.advocating more 
details in the balance sheets of rubber 
companies. He had not heard complaints of 
lack of detail in their accounts, and the 
secretary would always be found willing to 
supply any information required. His (the 
ehairman’s) complaint of the Association was 
that it had not used its influence to urge 
the amalgamation of a number of small 
companies into a few big ones, thereby reduc- 
ing overhead expenses and facilitating joint 
action. i

Outstanding increases in exports compared 
with February, 1923, are of articles wholly 
or mainly manufactured. The value of these 
increased by £8,337,662. Cotton yarns and 
manufactures advanced by £3,098,032, while 
iron and steel and manufactures. thereof were 
up by £1,260,636. Eighteen items showed in- 
creases, while only two showed decreases. 
Re-exports for February were valued at 
£15,250,764, an increase on the previous 
February of £3,407,441. 

The imports from Germany last month in- 
cluded £58,650 worth of steel or goods in 
that category, compared with £9,495 in Feb- 
ruary, 1923. The value of the sheet bars 
and tinplate bars Germany sent was £10,253, 
against £26. German scientific instruments 
valued at £14,959 were imported, compared 
with £11,887. Imports of paper from Cer- 
many have also increased largely.
